th an the dissensions of 1896.

T ag g art ring is prep arin g to reo rg an ­ 
ize th e county com m ittee to suit itself. 
Flushed w ith the victory of a few 
w eeks ago, when Jo sep h F anning w as 
elected district ch airm an over tho op­ 
position of the ad m in istratio n crow d, 
th e T ag g art people are determ ined to 
organize the county com m ittee and to 
d ic ta te the county 
tick et as usual. 
T he adm inistration m en will flght th is 
program to a finish and the indications 
a re th a t by the tim e th e flght is over 
th e p arty will be split Into two d istin ct 
factions, eith er of w hich would ra th er 
throw its stren g th to th e R epublicans 
th an to see a tick et com posed of Its 
party enem ies succeed at th e polls.

they draw all th eir w ater from wells, 
but w henever th ere is the slig h test 
pollution in the stream the drinking 
w ater is analyzed, 
alw ays w ith th e j 
sam e resu lt of posting the notice to 
boll th e w ater. 


W hile the other p a rties are having 
tro u b le here over th e reorganization 
of th e ir county com m ittees, the P rohi­ 
b itio n ists are going steadily

There is nu old Industrial tradition 
that tile iron market is the "barometer 
of trade." 
This saying has been as 
cribed to many 
modern authorities, 
ranging from Jay Gould to Andrew 
Carnegie. 
As a matter of fact, it is 
much older than any oracle of this cen­ 
tury or the last. 
It had its origin In 
the earliest days of the period when 
iron manufacture and the use of credit 
were simultaneously rising to itnpor- 
tanco. The basis for the tradition is 
that the use of iron and of its products 
is essential for the prosecution of cir 
tualiy all other industries. Before the 
output of miscellaneous manufactures 
in a community can be much enlarged 
the industries concerned must lie equip­ 
ped with new tools and new machinery. 
Before a railroad system can be pre­ 
pared to transport a greatly increased 
traffic it must have new rails, new 
bridges, new stations, new cars and 
nexv locomotives. In these days of the 
steel and iron office building a “boom" 
in the building trade cannot go far 
without Increasing enormously the de­ 
mand for structural iron. Even in the 
agricultural industry it may l>e said 
that expansion and prosperity involve 
necessarily largely Increased demand 
for farm machinery. Since the use of 
such additional equipment must pre­ 
cede nny Increase in the business of 
these other trades it naturally follows, 
first, that demand in the Iron market 
xviii be felt aggressively ev il before tile 
other industries have shown full meas­ 
ure of activity, and, second, that if 
such other industries foresee a jieriod 
of slack demand and idle mills the first 
thing they xvii! do will ho to reduce 
their orders from the iron and ste**l 
mills.- Alexander D. Noyes in Forum.
